You are hereby notified to mee in the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1st. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

2nd. To choose by ballot and major vote one selectman, 
for three years. 

ard. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of the 
Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 

Ath. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the trust funds held by the town of Exeter, to hold office for 
three years. 

5th. To choose all other necessary town officers, auditors, 
or committees for the ensuing year. 

6th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor, for repairing highways, for re- - 
pairing and building bridges, for repairing and building side- 
walks, for building drains and sewers, for oiling the streets, for 
payment of the town debt, for lighting streets, for defraying 
the expenses of decorating the graves of Union soldiers, for 
preventing the spread of insect pests within the town, and for 
other charges arising within the town, and for the payment of 
the firemen for the ensuing year. 

7th. To hear the reports of the committees heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

8th. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the use of the Robinson Seminary during the 
coming year. 

9th. To bring in your votes for the election of delegates-at- 
large, alternate delegates-at-large, district delegates, alternate 
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district delegates to the National Conventions of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose of 
nominating party candidates for President and Vice-President 
of the United States. 

10th. On petition of John Templeton and nineteen others, 
to see if the town will vote to construct a cement sidewalk 
like the present one in front of the Town Hall in Exeter, from 
C. C. Russell’s store on the northerly side of Water Street 
to Weeks and Seward’s store on said side of Water Street, 
and appropriate $2000 for the same, and assess the owners of 
said blocks, abutting said sidewalk, one half the cost of said 
sidewalk. 

11th. On petition of Harry Merrill and eleven others, to 
see if the town of Exeter will vote to change the present 
system of street lighting so as to provide that the streets shall 
be lighted every night continually, from one half hour after 
sunset to one half hour before sunrise, and appropriate money 
for the same. 

12th. On petition of Frank Peavey and thirty-five others, 
to see if the town will vote to establish street lights upon New- 
market Road, from the residence of James L. Luce to the New- 
fields line and appropriate money for same. 

13th. On petition of Augustus F. Greenleaf and nine others, 
to see if the town will vote to install sufficient street lights on 
Brentwood Road as far as the residence of Mr. Augustus F. 
Greenleaf and raise a sufficient sum of money to install and to 
maintain the same. 

14th. On petition of James L. Luce and nineteen others, 
to see if the town will vote to purchase a tractor and snow 
plow for the use of the highway agent and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. | 
. 15th. To see if the town will appropriate $300 for a series 
of ten band concerts to be played by the Exeter Brass Band. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to place a hydrant on 
Locust Avenue, and to appropriate a sufficient sum of money 
for the maintenance of. the. same. 
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17th. On petition of Rowland F. Nye and eleven others, 
to see if the town will vote to place an electric light opposite 
Unity Hall on Elm Street. |

Robinson Female Seminary 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees: 


The total enrollment of 330 for the present year is the 
largest in the history of the Seminary. The present enrollment 
of 300 is accounted for by the fact that several pupils have been 
forced by illness to leave school. Some of them expect to re- 
turn next year. 

A comparison of school conditions with those reported from 
many places justifies the conclusion that the Seminary has 
much for which to be thankful. Especially encouraging is the 
general atmosphere of interest, of willingness to co-operate, 
of wholesome spirit. 

The interest of the alumnez in starting a fund for the instal- 
lation of electric lights is most encouraging to all who are 
interested in,the school. Entirely apart from the significance 
of this particular act, my own personal feeling is one of intense 
gratitude to find them ready in many different ways to show 
their loyalty to their alma mater. Several parents have ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the need of immediately remedy- 
ing the lighting handicap under which pupils are forced to 
work on cloudy days. 

There is no factor which means more to a school than the 
- retention of good teachers. Particularly gratifying, there- 
fore, is the fact that there was no change in the Seminary 
teaching staff this fall. 

Scholastic work in general has been maintained atthe satis- 
factory level of recent years. 

The college record of Seminary graduates continues to be 
most excellent. In the present Senior Class at the University 
of New Hampshire, of the four girls standing highest in schol- 
arship for the entire course, three were graduates of the 
Seminary. All Seminary graduates enrolled in other colleges 
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this year successfully passed all subjects. A scholastic record 
of high achievement without a single failure is conspicuously 
creditable. 

Increasing interest is evident in the activities of the athletic 
department. Competition with outside schools is stimulating 
enthusiasm which should be a valuable asset. | Insistence 
upon a satisfactory scholastic standing for all pupils who 
compete in athletic contests is producing good results. 

The needs of the Seminary are so well known to you that it 
is not necessary to enumerate them. 

The interest which you have shown in the work of the 
teachers, your understanding of their problems, and your 
willingness to assist in all possible ways, the teaching staff 
greatly appreciates. In their behalf and for myself, permit 
me to express most cordial thanks. ;
